The warning was tossed into an

newspapermen by an official whose 
position makes him privy to many 
state secrets but who stipulated that 
he was not to be quoted by name 
He predicted 
that total' United 


States war losses will mount three- 
fold in the next three months. That 
would boost the 
present 
132,000 


casualty toll well past the half-mil- 
! lion mark. 


The statement, come as it did in 


the midst of a wide variety of rum- 
ors springing from the Teheran and 
Cairo conferences, caused an excit- 
ed flurry in government quarters. 


Hours after the remark was out, 


unofficial efforts were made to les- 
sen its impact, by. persons who. 
pointed out that it came from 
a 


civilian and had no military sub- 
stantiation. 


When the remark was relayed to 


Director Elmer Davis of the Office 
of War Information for his com- 
ment he said: 


"Only God knows what Ameri- 


can battle casualties will be — in 
the next 90 days or any other time." 


The statement itself — onenly in- 


tended as a jolt to civilian complac- 
ency — did not necessarily 
imply 


an immediate invasion of Europe 
or any other large-scale military 
undertaking. But it recalled recent 
disclosures that 
a 
high-pressure 


building program is now under way 
to turn out landing craft of the type 
used for invasions. It also under- 
scored the lack of any definite of- 
ficial clarification of the rumor-be- 
fogged high command setup. 


The 90-day period would leave 


two obvious possibilities: a winter 
rise in the pace of battle, or 
a 


springtime invasion with the Allies 
prepared to suffer terrfic losses in 
the first lightning strokes. 
Spring 


will be here in 90 days, and the war 
news argues against an invasion 
before then.

Warning Take 
As Indication

Washington, Dec. 23 (tf>)— Of- 


ficial Washington was jarred to its 
heels today by a warning from a 
highly-placed though anonymous 
source that tremendous American 
battle casualties might be expected 
m the next 90 day. 


The warning was tossed into an 


ofX-the-record 
conversation 
with 


newspapermen by an official whose 
position makes him privy to many 
state secrets but who stipulated that 
he was not to be quoted by name 
He predicted 
that total' United 


States war losses will mount three- 
fold in the next three months. That 
would boost the 
present 
132,000 


casualty toll well past the half-mil- 
! lion mark. 


The statement, come as it did in 


the midst of a wide variety of rum- 
ors springing from the Teheran and 
Cairo conferences, caused an excit- 
ed flurry in government quarters. 


Hours after the remark was out, 


unofficial efforts were made to les- 
sen its impact, by. persons who. 
pointed out that it came from 
a 


civilian and had no military sub- 
stantiation. 


When the remark was relayed to 


Director Elmer Davis of the Office 
of War Information for his com- 
ment he said: 


"Only God knows what Ameri- 


can battle casualties will be — in 
the next 90 days or any other time." 


The statement itself — onenly in- 


tended as a jolt to civilian complac- 
ency — did not necessarily 
imply 


an immediate invasion of Europe 
or any other large-scale military 
undertaking. But it recalled recent 
disclosures that 
a 
high-pressure 


building program is now under way 
to turn out landing craft of the type 
used for invasions. It also under- 
scored the lack of any definite of- 
ficial clarification of the rumor-be- 
fogged high command setup. 


The 90-day period would leave 


two obvious possibilities: a winter 
rise in the pace of battle, or 
a 


springtime invasion with the Allies 
prepared to suffer terrfic losses in 
the first lightning strokes. 
Spring 


will be here in 90 days, and the war 
news argues against an invasion 
before then.

Adjourns for 
the Holidays

bers of the 78lh 
Congress went 


home today to celcbrale Ihe Chrlsl- 
mas holidays and lo recharge Iheir 
political batleries for Ihe opening of 
a presidenlial campaign year. 


They will return Jan. 10 to come

wartime economy, of challenges lo 
President Roosevell's melhod for 
holding Ihe inflalion line, of issues 
cenlering around laxes, wage in- 
creases, subsidies and appropria- 
tions. 


As the final gavel fell lale yes- 


lerday lo end a session which saw 
the administration give ground in 
turbulent batlles over home 
front 


policies, there appeared litlle hope

cans and southern and farm stale 
Democrats.

days, President 


Roosevelt's Capitol Hill stalwarts 
won a temporary truce in some of 
the pending fighls, hopeful lhat a 
"cooling off" period would

sentiment, that the constituents 
back home would rally to Iheir sup- 
port. 


Two of those questions — subsi- 


dies and taxes — await Senate at- 
tention; a third, that of wage stabi- 
lizalion, resls in Ihe House. Here is 
how Ihey were left: 


Subsidies —. The House and Sen- 


ate agreed to postpone until Feb. 
17 a showdown on Ihe question of 
oullawing consumer food subsidies. 
The truce was reached by extend- 
ing the life of the Commodity Cred- 
it Corporation until thai date. The 
subsidy ban was atlached to an- 
olher bill, passed overwhelmingly 
by Ihe House, which granted CCC 
a continuance until July, 1945. 


Wages — The House Interslate 


Commerce Committee sidetracked 
a measure to give 1,100,000 non- 
operating railway employees an 
across -Ihe -board, 
eight -cent -an- 


hour pay boost until after the re- 
cess. The Senate passed the bill 
by a vole of 74 lo 4, despile Ihe 
administralion's prolesl 
that it 


would wreck the stabilizaion ma- 
chinery. 


Taxes — In he final minules, Ihe 


Senate Finance Commitlee okayed 
a measure calling for $2,275,600,000 
in new laxes, less lhan 20 per cent 
of. the amount the administralion 
described as necessary lo drain off 
"surplus" money and combat in- 
flation. The bill awails Congress' 
return. 


Marked for quick attcnlion when 


a measure lo provide mustering out 
pay for servicemen. The Senate al- 
ready has approved a bill providing 
for a sliding scale discharge pay 
ranging from $200 to $500,depend- 
ent upon the lenglh of service.

U.S. Congress 
Adjourns for 
the Holidays

Washington, Dec. 22—(#")—Mem- 


bers of the 78lh 
Congress went 


home today to celcbrale Ihe Chrlsl- 
mas holidays and lo recharge Iheir 
political batleries for Ihe opening of 
a presidenlial campaign year. 


They will return Jan. 10 to come 


to grips wilh a balch of queslions 
direclly 
affecling 
the 
country's 


wartime economy, of challenges lo 
President Roosevell's melhod for 
holding Ihe inflalion line, of issues 
cenlering around laxes, wage in- 
creases, subsidies and appropria- 
tions. 


As the final gavel fell lale yes- 


lerday lo end a session which saw 
the administration give ground in 
turbulent batlles over home 
front 


policies, there appeared litlle hope 
of peace between 
the 
executiv 


branch and a coalition of Republi- 
cans and southern and farm stale 
Democrats. 


In 
(he 
final 
days, President 


Roosevelt's Capitol Hill stalwarts 
won a temporary truce in some of 
the pending fighls, hopeful lhat a 
"cooling off" period would 
shift 


sentiment, that the constituents 
back home would rally to Iheir sup- 
port. 


Two of those questions — subsi- 


dies and taxes — await Senate at- 
tention; a third, that of wage stabi- 
lizalion, resls in Ihe House. Here is 
how Ihey were left: 


Subsidies —. The House and Sen- 


ate agreed to postpone until Feb. 
17 a showdown on Ihe question of 
oullawing consumer food subsidies. 
The truce was reached by extend- 
ing the life of the Commodity Cred- 
it Corporation until thai date. The 
subsidy ban was atlached to an- 
olher bill, passed overwhelmingly 
by Ihe House, which granted CCC 
a continuance until July, 1945. 


Wages — The House Interslate 


Commerce Committee sidetracked 
a measure to give 1,100,000 non- 
operating railway employees an 
across -Ihe -board, 
eight -cent -an- 


hour pay boost until after the re- 
cess. The Senate passed the bill 
by a vole of 74 lo 4, despile Ihe 
administralion's prolesl 
that it 


would wreck the stabilizaion ma- 
chinery. 


Taxes — In he final minules, Ihe 


Senate Finance Commitlee okayed 
a measure calling for $2,275,600,000 
in new laxes, less lhan 20 per cent 
of. the amount the administralion 
described as necessary lo drain off 
"surplus" money and combat in- 
flation. The bill awails Congress' 
return. 


Marked for quick attcnlion when 


a measure lo provide mustering out 
pay for servicemen. The Senate al- 
ready has approved a bill providing 
for a sliding scale discharge pay 
ranging from $200 to $500,depend- 
ent upon the lenglh of service. 


Meanwhile, an effort 
is being 


made to work out a compromise on 
legislalion lo give soldiers a vole 
in the November eleclions, one 
which will salisfy bolh Ihose who 
claim 
Ihe 
federal 
government 


should make arrangements for the 
balloting and those who maintain 
il should be handled by the stales.

fifth time in two weeks American 
heavy 
bombers 
supported 
by 


fighters ranged into northwestern 
Germany in daylight today while 
a constant stream of medium and 
light bombers poured -across

channel for the third straight day 
headed for mysterious targets

Northern France. 


The big bombers of the 8th U. S. 


Air Force, after a one-day layoff, 
headed right back for the same sec- 
tion where Monday 500 bombers at- 
tacked Bremen, 
submarine 
and 


shipbuilding center. 
It appeared 


new evidence of the intention 
to 


neutralize the effectiveness of this 
region of the Nazi war effort. 


It was the seventh heavy opera- 


tion of the month for the Americans 
and kept rolling the great day and 
night offensive which opened Mon- 
day, 


In addition, wave on wave of Al- 


lied bombers swept out in what 
looked like one of 
the 
greatest 


sustained cross-channel assaults of 
the year toward the Pas de Calais 
region, presumably to attack the 
same targets which have been hit 
successive blows in the two pre- 
ceding days and which have been 
described only as military. Installa- 
tions. Neutral reports 
have sug - 


gested that the Germans may have 
extensive rocket gun emplacement 
in the French area.

Farmers Must 
Supply Own 
Lumber Needs 


While the War Food Administra- 


tion is making every effort to pro- 
vide lumber products needed for 
producing and distributing farm 
crops, Administrator Marvin Jones 
'oday checked a part of the re- 
sponsibility .back to farmers them- 
selves. 


Through the lumber they use on 


their farms and the forest products 
required for boxes, baskets, bar- 
rels and other containers of foods 
and farm products, and for farm 
machinery and equipment—farmers 
constitute one of the biggest groups 
of forest products users. Lumber 
used on farms for the construction 
and maintenance of farm buildings 
requires three and one-half bil- 
lion board feet, the Administrator 
pointed out. To this must be added 
the pulp-wood requirements 
for 


countless cartons and bags, wagon 
wood stock, wood for farm ma- 
chinery, and other miscellaneous 
farm uses ifor lumber. 


Because of the critical over-all 


lumber and pulp-wood shortage 
which directly affects farmers, who 
are large users of lumber and wood 
products, 
Jones 
indicated 
that 


farmers should take action along 
these two lines: 


(1) Increasing production from 


farm woodlands during the winter. 


(2) Providing labor for forest in- 


dustries during the slack winter 
season on farms. 


In this respect attention was 


called to Selective Service regula- 
tion which permit farmers 
and 


farm laborers to do such seasonal 
work without losing their deferred 
classification in 'agriculture, 


The 
administrator 
commented 


upon 
the ! seasonal 
urgency of 


farmers making their contribution 
either by working in their own 
woodlands or taking jobs in lumber 
camps or other forest industries. 
'Farmers or farm laborers can be 
spared 
only during the winter 


months," he said, "and in some 
areas, such as New England, wood 
cutting probably will end sometime 
in January when deep snow pre-

woodlands Is needed for the manu- 
facture of containers, which are 
highly esscntialto food production, 
War' Food Administration officials 
stated. Many veneer mills, basket 
and crate factories, and pulp and 
paper mills depend to a large ex- 
tent on supplies of logs and bolts 
produced 
by 
farmers. 
Current 


shortages in supply have been at- 
tributed In part to a slackening in 
production from farm woodlands. 
Increased production of these forest 
products by farmers themselves 
will aid in assuring a supply of con- 
tainers sufficient for the marketing 
of 1944 crops. 


To market the fruit and vegetable 


crop in 1944 some '190 million new 
baskets, and hampers, 450 million 
berry cups, 50 million wlrebound 
veneer ooxes, more- than 300 million 
nailed boxes and crates,, and large 
quantities of paper and pulp prod- 
ucts for "wraps ,,liners, pads, bags 
and cartons, will, be required. Other 
farm crops expand these needs. 


If farmers would'.'contribute part 


of their time this: winter as re- 
quested it would help make wood 
products available: on, the following 
farm uses: Repair of farm build- 
ings; repair of farm Implements, 
such as wagons, wood stock for 
wagon tongues, eveners, wagons, 
boxes,.hayracks, tool handles; .new 
buildings to house.expanded crops, 
livestock and poultry .production; 
new buildings for providing storage 
for crops not previously grown;
